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Man hit, 
killed 
by train

A Northern Kentucky man was 
killed after being struck by a train on 
March 16. 

Kyle Vallandingham, 20, was 
pronounced dead at the scene around 
5:55 p.m. by Grant County Coroner 
Robert McDaniel. 

Vallandingham, a former resident 
of Dry Ridge, was walking south 
along the railroad tracks near 
Showplace Landscaping, about a 
mile south of Crittenden, with a 
friend, Dustin Orr. 

Police said Orr told them that 
when the two heard the train’s whis¬ 
tle they jumped from one set of train 
tracks to the other and that 
Vallandingham was struck from 
behind. 

“He said they thought the train 
was on the other set of tracks, but it 
was behind them,” said Grant County 
Sheriff Chuck Dills. 

The pair had been in Crittenden 
but were walking south to a friend’s 
house. 

Grant County Sheriffs Deputy 
Barry Mullins and Deputy Mike 
Wright are continuing to investigate. 

Survivors include 

Vallandingham’s parents, Dennis 
Vallandingham and Tina Humbert 
Vallandingham. Funeral services will 
be held on March 22. For complete 
obituary information, see page 7 of 
this issue. 

Bramblett 
to remain 
in jail

Keith Bramblett will not taste 
freedom, at least for another 10 
years. 

Bramblett admitted to murdering 
Lawanda Sue Raines in 1989 and 
hiding her body near the Grant/Owen 
county line. It took 12 years for him 
to confess and to show her family 
where he buried her body under a pile 
of rocks off Ky. 22. 

On Jan. 14, Bramblett had his first 
hearing before 
the Kentucky 
Parole Board, 
and Raines’ 
family includ¬ 
ing her daugh¬ 
ter, Summer 
Raines Nickell, 
who was only 
2 years old at 
the time of her 
mother’s dis¬ 
appearance, 
attended the 
hearing and spoke against Bramblett 
being released from prison. 

Bramblett was sentenced to 40 
years in prison, with his first time 
being eligible for parole coming in 
2013. 

Raines’s family started petition 
drives, which they presented at the 
hearing. 

The parole board gave Bramblett 
a 120 month deferment, making him 
ineligible for parole until 3-1-2023. 

“Twelve years went by fast, so my 
goal is to see that she gets justice,” 
Nickell said.

Blaze guts

High winds hampered firefighters efforts in bat¬ 
tling a blaze on Tuesday, March 19.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Plants grow in soil, dirt 
gets under your nails 

W ith spring just around the corner, with 
my brain a little mushy from a long 
cold winter, I thought it was time to 
brush up on some garden nomenclature. I have 
long been convinced of the value of understanding 
more about plants then the mere fact that they need 
sun, soil and water. The more we learn about what 
it is that plants need and how to determine if they 
are getting it, the more we will enjoy the act of 
gardening. 

What exactly do I mean about “understanding 
more”? Things like tilth, loam and pH can make 
or break your azalea garden; adding sulfur or lime 
can change the growing environment, for better or 
worse. So, how do we make sense of it all? Here 
are some important terms that many gardeners 
come across in their vegetable, perennial and 
ornamental garden endeavors. Some you may 
know, or not, while others may just further clarify 
what might have gone terribly wrong when you 
dumped ashes around your azaleas! Understanding 
some elemental gardening language may help you 
be a more responsible gardener...with plants that 
live longer, bloom better, and produce higher 
yields. 

Understanding your garden 

Soil is pretty straight forward, but what makes 
up the mixture determines quite a bit. Soil is 
comprised of sand, silt and clay. These differences 
are basically due to soil particle size: sand being 
large and gritty and silt being like talc. Typically, 
we are all faced with soil that is, in varying 
degrees, clayey. Adding sand and compost will 
improve the quality of 
heavily clay soil. The 
compost will add nutrients 
and the sand will allow for 
better drainage and aeration. 

Loam is the term used to 
describe soil that has good 
proportions of sand, silt and 
clay; and rich in organic 
matter. Loamy soil is ideal 
because the intermediate 
texture allows for good 
drainage and aeration. We 
all want loamy soil. 

Tilth is the condition of 
the top layer of the soil. 
Having good tilth means that 
your soil is quite workable 
and crumbly. Bad tilth or no 
tilth is caused by compaction of the soil. By 
definition it is the physical condition of the soil 
and its ability to support plant life. Plants’ roots 
need water and oxygen, therefore crumbly lose 
soil is the good tilth because it allows for good 
drainage and aeration. 

This spring when you are ready to “work” the 
soil in your vegetable garden be sure the tilth is dry 
and crumbly before you do any digging. Working 
soil that is too wet, especially around here; will 
compact the tiny clay particles down enough to 
make aeration and drainage even worse than it 
already is! 

Improve the soil 

Average garden soil typically has a pH of about 
7, meaning that it is neutral. Soil that is acid has a 
pH range of 4 to 6.5; alkaline soil has a pH over 7. 
Most plants do well in neutral to slightly acid 
conditions with a pH of 6.5. All this becomes 
important because different plants enjoy different 
conditions. You’ve heard the term “acid-loving” 
plant applied to azaleas, rhododendrons, blueberries 
and hollies, for example. All of these grow best, 
stay greener, fruit and generally flourish in soil 
that has a pH 6.5 (and is well-drained); they cannot 
absorb nutrients if the pH is alkaline. Other plants, 
like cabbage, prefer a slightly alkaline environment, 
with a pH above 7. 

So how do you know what your soil needs? A 
soil test kit can be picked up at your county 
extension service. You will be provided with the 
materials and instructions on how to prepare your 
sample properly; then return it to the extension 
service and they will have it analyzed for you. 
Once the condition of your soil is determined you 
can add granular sulfur to reduce the alkalinity (to 
make it more acidic) or lime to make the soil more 
alkaline. 

To further improve the soil for plants that prefer 
slightly acid soil you can add sphagnum peat 
moss, which not only has the same effect as sulfur, 
it will also improve the texture of the soil.

£ £ To what can we compare the kingdom 
of God? What story will we use to de¬ 
scribe it?” (Mark 4: 26-34) The king¬ 
dom of God is something that we Christians 
long for and pray for every day.

New water pipeline 
to benefit Grant customers

The Kentucky Public Service Commission gave a 
thumbs up for Kentucky-American Water Company to build 
a pipeline that will connect its customers in it’s northern 
service area to the company’s plant on the Kentucky River 
in Owen County. 

Kentucky-American has about 3,900 customers in it’s 
Northern Division in Grant, Gallatin and Owen counties. 

The PSC found that building the pipeline and related 
storage tanks is more cost-effective than making improve¬ 
ments to Owenton’s aging treatment facility, which 
Kentucky-American owns and operates. 

However, the PSC did not determine how Kentucky- 
American will recover the cost of the new facilities and how 
those costs will be allocated. Those issues will be resolved 
in a pending Kentucky-American rate proceeding, the PSC 
said. 

The customers from the Northern Division use about a 
million gallons of water per day. 

Nearly 90 percent of the Northern Division customers 
receive water from the Owenton plant, with the rest receiv¬ 
ing water that Kentucky-American purchases from neigh¬ 
boring water systems. 

Kentucky-American has about 119,000 customers total, 
most located in the company’s central division, which serves 
Fayette and six surrounding counties. The company also 
provides water to nine other water districts or municipal 
systems. 

The total cost of the new pipeline is projected to be $14.1 
million.

Grant County and Williamstown schools were out for 
another snow day and narrowly missed one this week when 
Grant Countians awoke on Sunday, March 17 to find them¬ 
selves covered in a blanket of white instead of spring green for 
St. Patrick’s Day. 

While the snow and ice mixture did not stick on the roads, 
area residents reported five to eight inches on their vehicles and 
porches. 

“I took a mler and it showed six inches of snow piled on top 
of my truck,” said Dan Slayback of Dry Ridge. 

The sleet/snow/rain mix caused some problems in the south¬ 
ern part of the county. 

According to Grant County Sheriff Chuck Dills there were at 
least 40 to 50 injury and non-injury accidents in the Corinth 
area. 

“There were no serious injuries, most of the cars just ran off 
the road, but it kept the wrecker drivers busy,” he said. 

Temperatures hovered just above freezing on Sunday, a far 
cry from a year ago when the National Weather Service in 
Wilmington, Ohio recorded a record high of 79. 

The total snowfall for the winter of 2012/2013 to date is at 
21.9 inches. 

Weather forecasters are predicting fight snow for later in the 
week, but cooler temperatures, about 10 degrees below normal 
for this time of year. 

If Punxsutawney Phil is accurate, which according to 
AccuWeather, he is 80 percent of the time, spring should have 
arrived officially on March 20. Since his first prediction in 1887, 
he has not seen his shadow a mere 16 times, while he’s seen it 
100 times.
